DANGEROUS 
AND 
CRUEL 
SPORT 


AMID WILD ENTHUSIASM. 


Saddling nnd Biding; on Enraged Bull—Twa 


Tool* "Who Will Take >'o More Baring 
Promenade*-Women Become o» Excited 
and Clamoions as tho Men. 
The national sport of these countries, 


•which ape the customs of their Spanish 
•Bcestors, is the bull fight; but in fibe 
skill shown by the professionals the esni- 
bitions cannot be compared to those at 
Havana or of larger Mexican towns. Not 
having any bull ring in Trujillo, the 
plaza wao fenced In on three sides \rith 
heavy oak, the fourth ride of the square 
being the fronts of aline of houses, whose 
occupants, during the continuance of the 
fight, could not leave their homes with- 
out stepping out of the front door into 
the bull ring. No sport is BO attractive 
to the Honduranian as this, and he blocks 
out his time BO well that the seductive 
game of poker, which he calls ' pokar," 
is never going on when hia deaxe is to 
be in the plaza. The fence was covered 
with urchins from miles around, and 
many foolhardy "ladinos," or half 
breeds, were daring their acquaintances 
to walk arm in arm around the ring 
while the enraged animal was being tor- 
tured by the picadors. On two different 
occasions Curing the hour I was watching 
the bull twice left his tormentors and 
butted through those taking their daring 
promenade, and with such success that 
two fools were killed before the trained 
bull fighters could control the bull. 


A DAHGEROUS HIDE. 


01 six bulls but one was deemed 


woittxy ot being kaied; but in obedience 
to tte yells and demands of the specta- 
tors, the ceremony of saddling and rid- 
ing the brute had to be done before the 
death, which requires what seems at 
first the most reckless disregard of dan- 
ger. A rope is thrown over the bull's 
horns, with which bo is dragged to the 
fence, his head held close to the ground, 
roaring with rage, while a strong saddle 
Is securely buckled on with two heavy 
horsehair girths. The moment this is 
done a cowboy, or "vaquero," jumps 
into the saddle, the bull is let loose, and 
goes roaring and plunging and bucking 
with rage around the ring. The vaquero 
tortures the brute with spiked spurs, and 
after each contortion or unsuccessful at- 
tempt to unseat his rider, comes the 
spontaneous and deafening applause 
from the spectators, which increases the 
animal's rage. 


Great agility and strength is necessary, 


and the rider fairly takes his life into his 


" own hands when he springs on tho beast. 


He is unable to discount until tho hull 
is tired out with his tremendous exer- 
tions, and then he is again dragged to the 
fence to be unsaddled. The vaquero I 
saw was twenty-five minutes in the sad- 
dle, and when ready to dismount fell ox- 
bausted into the arms of his companions, 
too weak to walk to his quarters; and it 
was his grit and will power only that 
prevented him from being thrown, gored 
and stamped to death by the infuriated 
bull during the last five minutes of the 
performance. 


When the bull had been enraged to the 


satisfaction of all, loud cries came from 
fivery throat for the "matador," who 
was no more than a dark skinned mix- 
ture of negro* and Carib, and a day 
laborer in Trujillo. Tho cries had hardly 
died away, when tho slight, symmetrical 
figure of the matador appeared, facing 
the bull on the other eide of the ring as 
the exhausted picadors retired. He was 
dressed in chamois trousers, with a tight

For an instant the bull glared tft his 


new enemy, who stood bashfully tapping 
his leg with his sword as the noise ceased. 
The animal seemed to appreciate why 
the matador was there, and with brute 
jnstinct rushed on him head down to raise 
him oo his horns. The suspense was 
great as tho bull drew near, but not a 
muscle of the matador moved. When 
the animal's horns wore but two feel 
from the motionless man, lie quietly 
stepped aside and planked two spiked 
rods, one with each hand, in the animal't 
shoulders. The bull roared with rage and 
plowed up the earth in his efforts to 
stop in his headlong rush, and to return 
again to the matador. Three times thi1 
infuriated bull charged him, and three 
times the matador carelessly planted the 
two spikes, when the spectators demanded 
the death of the bull.

Kemlnltc*Dc«i of Virginia City fVkei 


Silver W»»Pl«nty VUlt* of General

Great Fire That Swept the Town Un 
der the Shadow of Sit. Davidson. 


Written for the Sundiy Call. 


Th» Comstock, (or a number of years 


wa» the most productive miomg didtrici 
that the world bai ever known. Severs 
years ago, from data furoUhed the writer 
bj SopenulfDdeut Reqna, a careful esti- 
mate «M made of tbe dimensions of tl.e 
pile, supposing all (be bullion taken out ol 
thetciuti op to tbat time had been con- 
centrated into one solid blook. I found 
tbat it would make a cubical brick twenty- 
six-faet long, twenty-six feet wide and 
tweuty-sii feet in- height. I did not stop 
to figure how many yoke of oxen it would 
tike to bant the treasure. It was my for- 
tune to reside in Virginia dnnng the most 
interesting decade ol mini eg prosperity, 
and I propose to record a few reminiscences 
of life and times in the famous mining 
camp, 


In tbe pa'mltst days it w»s not an nnng- 


nal circumstance for a million of dollars 
to be taken out of a single mine as the re- 
salt of a month's labor. Those who lived 
directly over the mines at the time did not 
seem to have a full realizing sense of the 
wonderful richness 01 ol the excitement 
the reports of tbe ore product was produc- 
ing throughout tbe civilized world, 
One 


day I asked Superintendent Fair for a good 
piece of ore to send as a specimen to some 
friends in tbe Etst. Be picked up a piece 
of rofk weighing five or six pounds which 
autyed $30,000 to the ton. The mass 
seemed to be almoat solid sitter and like- 
wise carried about 40 per cent, of gold. 


Tbe men wbo worked m the mines, tbe 


most of them Cornishmerj, were a happy- 
go-easy set of fellows, fond of good living 
and not particularly interested in religious 
affairs. 


SCIENCE. UTEBAT0BE OB ABT. 


There were four church organizations in 


Virginia City—Catholic, Episcopal, Metho- 
dist and Presbyterian—but, with a single 
exception, the churches exercised but slight 
influence with the male population of tbe 
town. A flourishing commnndery of Knights 
Templar attended tbe Episcopal Church 
regularly once a year, on St John's day, in 
toll regalia. That duty performed, they 
felt tbat nothing further was required ot 
them in tbe line of cbnrch-goiug 
The 


miners wLo belonged to tbe Catholic de- 
nomination attended mops on Sabbath 
morning and participated in a target excur- 
sion during the afternoon. 
As regarded 


deportment, every one wai a law unto him- 
*elf. Perhaps tbe reason lor the laxity in 
fbe observance of the Sabbath was the fact 
tbat work la the mines went oa nnmteir- 
inptedly during the whole 365 days of the 
year. Another darnoruliz.ux circumstance 
was that most of the men employed in tbe 
mioen were unmarried and enjoyed none 
of 'he reaaiQg, humanizing influences ol 
home life, 1 hey boarded »t a restaurant, 
•lept in a lodging bouse, and, as a general 
rule, spent their leisure timo on the street 
or at tbe gaming table. 


During the flcuh time*as many as twenty- 


five faro games were in full blast night and 
day. 
When sporting men, as, for example, 


Joe Stewart, Cross and Bill Gibson, sat 
down of an evening, io a friendly game of 
poker it was no uncommon occurrence for 
fire or six thousand dollars to change hands 
«t a single sitting. Some idea of the 
amount of money in circulation may be in- 
ferred from the fact that every working- 
man's wages amounted to at least $120 per 
month. From what has already been writ- 
ten there is no desire to convey the im- 
pression that a low standard of morality 
was the rule in the Coroatock mining dis 
triot. Men quarrelled at times and fire- 
arm* were discharged 


WITH BUT SLIQHT PBOVOCiTIOX. 


Nevertheless they all had an acute in- 


stinct ot right and wrong, a high sense of 
honor, and chivalrous feeling of respect 
for ths gentler sex. A woman unattended 
could pass along the streets ol Virginia and 
Gold Hill without the slightest danger of 
insult or annoyance. 


One of tbe most prominent traits of char- 


acter as regarded the miners, was their 
generous response to any worthy object 
If a man of family lost his lite in the mines 
thousands ot dollars would bo contributed 
for the support of those dependent upon 
him. Each miner contributed rtgnUrly 
one or two days' wages for benevolent pur- 
poses. An annual fair given in ail of an 
orphan school under the charge of the Sis- 
ten of Charity, even in dull timed, usually 
netted from 910,000 to $12,000. Sister 
Fredrika, the Lady (Superior in charge, a 
noble, liberal minded woman, was gre»tly 
beloved by all classes. 


When a man died he was given "a good 


•end off." A band of music headed tbe 
funeral procession, and if the officiating 
clergyman could not think of anything re- 
deeming iu the character of the deceased be 
carefully refrained from saying anything 
ill, in accordance with tbe precept nil de 
aaortnie nisi bonnm. 


In the month of Septembsr, 1871, a fire 


starting in a lumber-yard near the Thvrd 
"Ward school house on E street, baffled tho 
efforts of tbe Fire Department &cd mowed 
• wide swath through the central business 
portion ol the town, which, however, soon 
recovered from its devastating effects. 


Another startling episode was tbe dyna- 


mite explosion in the Bank of California 
building, Jnne, 1873, which shook the city 
from one end to tbe other and buried 
number of bapless sufferers in tbe rams. 
Conversation could be carried on with them, 
although they1 sWuld a*A be •xUicrfed from 


the mass of timbers and bricks tbat cov 
ered them for a time and formed a livio 
tomb. 


OENEBAL VAN BOEKELES, 


Who had rooms on tbe B-streel side of th 
building, bis sole companion being a mon 
key, had teen experimenting for some tim< 
with explosives, and is supposed to bav 
been tbe unintentional author of tha ca 
latnity. Van Bokkelen's body, blackened 
with powder, bat slightly disfigured other 
wise, was taknn ont from nnder tbe side 
walk where it had been blown by tbe force 
of tbe explotion. The monkey was never 
found 
The General, and one or two oth^re 


killed by the explosion, were Masons in 
high standing and were buried by th 
Knights with great pomp and impressive 
ceremonies. 


By far tbe most no'able event in the 


history of Virginia waa the great confla- 
gration ocotmng October 26, 1875, which 
consumed the greater portion of the town 
and destroyed $20,000,000 worth of prop 
erty. The fire, once started, swept over 
the town with the greatest rapidity. 
The 


aeat from the 
burning buildings was 


nteuse and unendurable, so that pianun, 
>askets of silverware and other treasures 
on being carried out of a house had to be 
abandoned at tbe doorway 
The very 


atmosphere itself seemed to be on fire, and 
oar-wheels melted down in the open air. 
for several days after the fire it was a

Many who were fortunate enough to get 


blankets camped in the sagebrush on the 
side ot Mt. Davidson.

Gold Hill albo bad its foil share of tern- 
le catastrophes. Tbe fires occurring at 
anous times in tbe Yellow Jacket and 
tber mines, the loss of life in the Imperial, 
tie long imprisonment of workmen in the 
ooded Alta and their joyful release are 
till fresh in the memory of her citizens. 
Nearly all of tbe notable people who vis 


ted tho Pacific Coast took in tbe Comstock 
mines. It was something of an experience, 
nd required considerable nerve, especially 
n tbe case of a delicately reared poman, 
o don a miner,a salt and make the descent 


f 4,000 feet lato tbe interior of the earth. 


A person's heart seemed to rise in bis 
tucut as he disappeared from the surface,
